has  great  hnportance. 

It  is  necessary  to  increase  the  retniirements  con¬ 
cerning  manuscripts  and  to  publish  first  the  most  actual 
vjorks  in  the  scientific  and  practical  respect. 


It  is  also 'necevssary  to  manifest  a  more  careful 
attitude  towards  authors  working  in  the  peripheral  scien¬ 
tific  institutions^  in  particular  those  from  national  Re¬ 


publics 


Articles  revlea^rins  the  vrork  of  Soviet  authors 
should  be  published  more  often  and  the  achievements  of 
scientists  from  the  socialist  carap  mox’e  widely  propagan¬ 
dised.
